Local school elections to be held June 13 


Area school board members are all running unchal- 
lenged in the annual school elections Mon., June 13. 

In Central Lake, two four-ycar board seats are open, 
but incumbents Kevin Gardner and Diane 
YoungeDyke will be unopposed on the ballot. 

In East Jordan, school board vice-president Larry 
Chanda will be the only name on the ballot for his 
four-year seat. 

In Ellsworth, incumbent Chet Drenth alone will 
seck the available three-year term. ; 

Both Central Lake and Ellsworth school systems 
will seek approval of 18 mills on non-homestead 
property taxes. 

Because the Headlee Amendment rolls back the 24- 
mill tax intended by Proposal A to 6 mills, many 
school districts have been forced to ask voters to 
approve the remaining 18 mills to achicve the total 
necessary for school operations. 

Central Lake District Superintendent Lary Blamer 
stressed that the 18-mill levy would affect non-home- 


stead property owncrs only, not primary residences. 

In Ellsworth, the board will also request enhance- 
ment millage, totalling 3 mills (the maximum allow- 
able): 

BM A 1.5-mill request to continue to upgrade comput- 
ers, hardware and textbooks. 

M@ Another 1.5 mills for building and site enhance- 
ment, to include upgrading or replacement ofthe 1935 
boiler and heating plant. 

Both cnhancement requests will affect all propeny 
owners. 

East Jordan Schools will not request the millage 
approval this year because a 25.6-mill levy approved 
in 1991 is still in place. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen said the district has 
authority through the State Aid Act to continue col- 
lecting the millage. 

Hansen noted that ie district will have to ask for 
votcr approval on the non-homestead property tax 


increase next year.

Seven area programs that benefit young people got 
anice financial boost recently, thanks to the Charlevoix 
County Community Foundation’s Youth Advisory 
Committee. 

Members of the committee recently awarded their 
first grants, totaling $7,000, to a variety of non-profit 
organizations and special projects (see box.) 

For more than a year, 18 teens who make up the 
Youth Advisory Committee have been learning about 
philanthropy, surveying their peers and teachers to 
determine problems and needs, and thinking about 
ways to make life better for area kids. 

East Jordan High School junior Belgie Caballero 
chairs the committee. 

“This is a chance for us to help make a real impact 
on our community,” she said.

Editor's note: This is the part two of an article on 
bass fishing that began in the May 25 issue of the 
Torch / Journal. 

Now, how to catch those critters? Thatis the fun part 
because at this time of year, bass will hit almost 
anything. Look for them in shallow water, less than 
Say six feet or so. 

Several factors will dictate just how deep the fish 
will be — water clarity, bottom content and bottom 
contour (the presence of overhead cover or lack of it.) 

Largemouth like a bottom that is sandy, with some 
silt over the sand that they will sweep into a circle 
about the size of a car tire. If the water is clear the bass 
may be a bit deeper. 

Smallmouth bass prefer a bottom with more gravel, 
or a gravel mixed with fist-sized rocks. Both species 
of fish like to have something they can get under, such 
as fallen logs or lily pads. The best way to find these 
fish is to have a good pair of polarized sunglasses and 
move about slowly over the shallows looking for 
sweep areas. If you have fished a lake in prior years 
and found spawning, fish these areas. Unless some- 
thing has happened to the lake the spawning will be 
there again this year.

sive. The best baits are anything you can present to the 
fish successfully. Bass will hit on topwater baits, like 
floating minnows, soft jerks, poppers and bugs. They 
will also hit sub-surface baits such as worms, minnow 
baits like Rapala floating minnows or Rebel min- 
nows. 

Spinnerbaits such as the safety pin style or in-line 
such as Mepps or Blue Fox Vibrax work very well too. 
Jigs are also great baits, as you can place them on the 
bottom, right in front of the fish and force feed them 
if they happen to be just a bit negative in their feeding 
mode. Popular jigs include Kalin grubs, Stingray 
grubs, and other soft plastic baits such as Mr. Twister 
twin or single tails 

You don’t have to worry about fishing early in the 
morning or in the late evening either. Bass will hit all 
day long at this time of year. This weekend should be 
a great one for catching some bass. 

Sounds to me like it is time to get out and chase some 
down. I can promise you one thing - I will be. See you 
on the water!

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Alcohol and boating don’t mix 


Now that summer is here, many Michigan residents 
will take to the waterways with their speedboats, jet- 
skis and other watercraft. However, fun on the water 
can turn into folly or even disaster, when boat opera- 
tors drink alcohol. 

Twenty-seven boaters died in Michigan waters in 
1993 and over half of those incidents involved alco- 
hol. While the death toll seems modest, the odds of 
being killed while boating are 18 times the odds of 
dying in a motor vehicle crash! 

Drunken boaters can crash into other vessels or 
fixtures in the landscape. They must also be con- 
cemed about fatigue from sun or weather; inexperi- 
ence with high-powered boats or being “rusty” early 
in the season; and drowning, should anyone fall over- 
board. 


Nationwide, four people die each year for every 
100,000 registered watercraft. Michigan boaters did a 
little better in 1993, with 3.1 deaths per 100,000 
watercraft. Considering that Michigan’s motor ve- 
hicle fatality rate was a very low 0.17 deaths per 
100,000 vehicles in 1992, the boating fatality rate is 
something to be concerned about. 

High-speed boats, discourteous practices and fa- 
tigue all figure into a disaster on the water, but alcohol 
is the biggest contributing factor. 

In 1993, Michigan implemented a law to more 
strictly penalize people who operate watercraft while 
impaired or under the influence of alcohol or drugs. 

Under the new law, boat operators are impaired 
with a blood alcohol concentration (BAC) of 0.07 or 
more, and under the influence withO.10 BAC ormore. 


Boating Safety Week underway 


During the week of June 5-11, the National Safe 
Boating Council urges all boaters to boat smart, boat 
safe, and boat sober. 

Boat smart: Know your vessel's capacity; know the 
rules of the road. 

Boat safe: Carry an approved personal safety device 
for each passenger and other appropriate safety equip- 
ment. 

Boat sober: Don’t drink and drive. Alcohol contrib- 
utes to more than 50 percent of boating accidents each 


year. 

Boaters may bring their vessels to the public docks 
in Charlevoix for a free safety examination. 

Each year since National Safe Boating Weck was 
instituted by an act of Congress in 1958, the number 
of recreational boaters has increased; and more boat- 
ing accidents keep occurring annually. 

Since Michigan has more registered boats than any 
other state, it is especially important that Michigan 
boaters observe safe boating practices. 


Saving wildlife and wild places 


Human survival depends on the conservation of 
wild plants and animals because nature is a vital 
source of cures and treatments for human illnesses, 
according to new research by America’s largest con- 
servation education organization. 

“When people oppose the principles of good stew- 
ardship found in the Endangered Species Act, they 
often talk about the costs, but they never talk about the 
priceless benefits we get back from nature,” said 
Larry Schweiger, Senior Vice President for Constitu- 
ent Development and Conservation Action at the 
National Wildlife Federation. 

You'll find the proof in your local pharmacy,” 
Schweiger said, pointing out that 40 percent of todays’ 
prescriptions contain substances initially found in 
wild plants and animals. “Nature helps support a $40 
billion pharmaceutical industry and, of course, saves 
millions of lives.” 

Some examples of the medicinal benefits obtained 
from animal and plant species are: the rosy pen- 
winkle, a threatened Madagascar wildflower which 
supplies a cure forchildhood leukemia; and the horse- 
shoe crab, which produces proteins used to detect a 
potentially fatal bacteria affecting over 10,000 people 
each year. 


Young smokers 
stay hooked 


Anew surgeon general's report 
shows how the smoking status 
of high school seniors changed 
after five to six years: 
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Status five to six years later 
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Unfortunately, the destruction of wildlife and plant 
habitat has triggered an unnatural wave of extinctions 
that gravely threatens humanity’s “savings account” 
of natural substances. 

“We are losing species faster than we have time to 
clinically examine them,” Schweiger said. ‘“As more 
species become extinct, we may be losing potential 
cures for diseases like cancer and AIDS.” 

Less than 10 percent of the world’s known plant 
species and only a fraction of animal life have been 
screened for medicinal values. More than two-thirds 
are found in tropical rainforests, which are being 
destroyed at an estimated rate of 41.7 million acres a 
year. 

“Just as we depend on our local drug stores for 
prescnptions when we’re sick, we should conserve 
nature's pharmacy for future generations,” Schweiger 
said. “The Endangered Species Act is our most impor- 
tant too] for the conservation of nature.” 

The National Wildlife Federation is the nation’s 
largest conservation education organization. 

Founded in 1936, the Federation works to educate 
and assist individuals and organizations to conserve 
natural resources, and to protect the Earth’s environ- 
ment. 
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These levels are the same as for motor vehicle opera- 
tors, and the penalties are similar including possible 
suspension of boating privileges. 

In addition, all boaters using public waterways must 
submit to a breathalyzer or chemical test when re- 
quested by a law enforcement officer. 

Perhaps the second-most imporant safety precau- 
tion on the water is to use a personal floatation device 
(PFD). As of April 1, 1994, PFDs became required 
equipment for all children under age six in a boat that 
is underway. In 80 percent of boating fatalities, the 
victim was not wearing a PFD.

‘L'rip to Korea a life-changing experience

Kim Scott found a unique and exciting way to 
escape the last blows of winter this year - she went to 
Korea. 

On March 21, the Central Lake High School junior 
flew to Seoul, South Korea. She stayed for three 
weeks with her friends Robin and Lee Parsons, who 
teach at an American school there. 

Although Scott was born somewhere in Korea, her 
purpose for going wasn’t exactly to find her roots. 

“I just wanted to see what it was like,” she said. 
“And J wanted a vacation!” 

She also got an education. Adopted daughter of 
Dave and Bev Scott of Pleasant Valley, Kim doesn’t 
have any clues about her background before her 
parents took her home at the age of about three 
months. The trip was an opportunity for her to be part 
of the ethnic majority for the first time in her life. 

Visiting a city of 14 million people was also a 
learning experience for the small-town girl. 

“It was very fast-paced and crowded,” said Scott. 
“Also very polluted, even though people were always 
cleaning the streets and sidewalks.” 

But Scott said she really liked the convenience of 
city life. And unlike common experiences in large 
American cities, she felt quite safe. 

“There were small kids alone on the subways,” she 
observed. “We even rode subways and walked around
